Mis,* Folsom's Ancestors. 


WASHISOTON, April 23.—A private 


letter received in this city from S. A. 
Curtis, of Stratford, Conn., contains an 
interesting [reminiscence of Lady Ster- 
ling, on* of th« ancestor] of Miss Fol- 
sott, whom it is said the President will 
marry. 


"A few years prior to the Revolution- 


ary War," writes Mr. Curtis, "Lord 
Sterling, an English nobleman, while 
journeying from New York to Boston, 
stopped a few days in Stratford, where 
ha became enamored of a beautiful girl, 
Miss Folsom by name, whose father 
was the village blacksmith. Upon his 
return from Boston a few weeks later 
the two were married. Shortly aft«r this 
Lord Sterling sailed for Europe to ap- 
prise his family of his marriage and to 
make preparations for removing his 
wife thither. 
As the story goes, Miss 


Folsom's family regarded Lord Sterling 
as an adventurer, and the village beauty 
married him against their wishes. When 
a (year passed and no tidings reached 
America of the absent Lord, the tongues 
of the village gossips were loosened, and 
between the npraiding cf her parents 
and the gibes of the townspeople the 
yonn^ wifo's life became u burden to 
her.

an appearance at Stratford. He an- 
nounced himself as the messenger of 
Lord Sterling, and said a ship, then 
lying in New York Harbor, wns waiting 
to convey her ladyship to Ecglaud. She 
was told by nil the busy-bodies in Strut- 
ford thut fib" wcmhl not he received in 
England ubLord btfrhnu's «ifa, bm t-lie 
went, nevertheless.

family ^ave the young woman a cordial 
greeting and she speedily became a gen- 
eral favorite. 
The mariiage .proved an 


uuuinnlly happy one. Souia of the 
deceiidrmts of the Folsom family still re- 
side in Stratford, and it is from this 
stock the President's finneeo has sprung. 
Upon the site of the old "smithy" now 
stands the mau&ion erected iu colonial 
days by Dr. Samuel Johnson, ono of the 
eftrly regents of Yalo College."

ftTKIKE* 
ABIW THEIB COST. 


The advance sheets of the report of 


Joseph D. Weeks, expert and special 
agent o! the Census Bureau, npon the 
strikes and lookouts oconrring within 
the United States during the calendar 
year 1980, have been received by the In- 
terior Department. The records show, 
he says, that many strikes and lookonts 
still grow ont of the most trivial causes. 
It is also trow, especially in localities 
where large bodies of workmen art- 
gathered, that there will always be found 
men who too Irequently, from sinister 
and mercenary motives, create dissen- 
sion and endeavor to inaugurate strikes, 
and when strikes are in progress their 
duration is liable to be prolonged by the 
efforts ol such persons. Y«t the tend- 
ency, aa stated, is toward less frequent 
strikes and 'lockouts. The number of 
strikes io certain prominent trades as 
given in the report is as follows: Iron 
Mid st«el industries, 236; coal mining, 
158; teitile trades, 46; cigarmakers, 42; 
building trades, 36; transportation, 36; 
printing trades, 28; glass industries, 27; 
piano-making, 14; boot and shoe-mak- 
ing, 11. Much the greater proportion 
(71% per cent.) of the strikes and lock- 
outs reported upon were caused by dif- 
ficulties as to rates of wages. A total of 
503, or about 86 per cent ol those re- 
lating lo rates of wages, or 62 per cent, 
of all, were for an advance, aud 77, or 
14 per cent, of those relating to rates of 
wages, or 9% psi cent, of all, were 
ugainst a redaction. The strikes grow- 
ing out of demands for an advance are 
much mote uniformly successful than 
those against a reduction. 


From 414 of the 762 strikes full re- 


ports were received, allowing the num- 
ber of men idle in such cases to hare 
been 128,262, making an average of 
about 310 men to each strike. Too re- 
port concludes: "As to the wages lost, 
it appears that 64,779 employes lost $3,- 


' 71i,079. This would b§ at the rate of 


$57 each. 
Aa the entire number of em- 


ployes estimated was 228,138, the total 
loss of wages would be $13,003,868 
which would hare been received had 
the works run constantly. 
Of course, 


there would be a number *f offset! to 
this. In case the strikes were success- 
ful additional wages would compensate 
for a portion of this loss. In other 
oases, where unionism existed in the 
trades in which there were strikes, the 
men rtceivfd strike pay or strike bene- 
fits, but strike benefits were, in most 
cases, simply refunding the money that 
had been previously paid. Then, in 
many cases, parties on strike secured 
employment in other industries, and 
hence their actual loss would be what 
wages they would have earned at their 
old labor minus what they did earn in a 
presumably 
less 
profitable employ- 


ment." 


The Heuse Committee OB Coamerce 


in their report in favor of • bill which 
provides that residents of each Slate 
and Territory may, within other SUUe 
and Territories nod within the District 
of Colombia, iolioit from dealer* « 
merchant* order* for good* and mer- 
chandise by umple, category, card, 
prize list, description or other represen- 
tation, without payment of any license 
or mercantile tax, atate that certain 
laws in different Slate*, Territories and 
the District of Columbia, imposing a 
license fee on commercial traveler* from 
other State*, seems to discriminate 
against citizens and product* of ether 
States, and that in the confusion of such 
taxes that free inter-State commerce 
which i* deigned under the constitution 
ii interfered wit* and restrained. Th* 
Committee concede the right of a State 
t* In its citizens engaging in any bnti- 
ness, but deny that a State has the right 
to lay a duty npon importation* from 
one State into another under the name 
of license, tax or penalty "although the 
State, Territory or District at the same 
time provides for the same tax equally 
npon 
residents 
and 
non-residents. 


Such laws," says the committee, "al- 
though not discriminating in favor of 
residents, are io conflict with the con- 
stitutional power of Congresi to regu- 
late commerce between the States." 
The judicial decisions in support of 
this position ara cited. 
The report 


states eiplicity that the object of the 
bill is to prevent any State, Territory or 
the District of Columbia from requiring 
a license from those who are exclusively 
agents in inter-State commercial trans- 
actions. The report conclude* as fol- 
lows: "The contracts for sale made by 
the commercial travellers are not con- 
summated in the State when the order 
\a solicited, but the final assent thereto 
is given by the merchant or principal, 
who receive* and execute* the order of 
his correspondent. This trade is now 
carried on without objection by the pos- 
tal communication and samples by mail, 
and it i* not perceived why the lame 
thing executed by the commercial travel- 
er in person is in any way objection- 
able. 


The San Francleoo Call «ayi: The 


effect the policy of the Administration is 
having npon the Democracy of the conn- 
try and that clais ol independent voters 
wai«h voted th* Cleveland ticket in 1884 
is clearly leen in the recent municipal 
election* at the Eatt. In the city ol 
Indianapolis th* Bepublietni elected 
their entire city ticket by a largely to- 
creased majority; in Cleveland, with the 
liquor interest against them, the Bepub- 
liaans nevertheless elected th* .Mayor 
and City Council; in Toledo heavy Re- 
publican gain* were mad*, and the 
tame report comes from other towns in 
the State; in Hartford, Conn., the Re- 
publicans re-elMted their Mayor, carried 
both branches of the City Council and 
increased their mijoritiw generally; 
Madison, Wis., the home of Postmaster- 
Qeneral Vila* and a dozen of his ap- 
pointees, went Republican for the first 
time in many years, overcoming by 400 
a Democratic majority of 1,000. 


All this is cumulative evidence of the 


displeasure of many Democrats and In- 
dependents atthe President'* Mugwump- 
ian alliance, and bis pronounced free- 
trade views. It show* that one party 
does not want counsel from another; 
that it want* "Jacksonian principles, 
pare and simple," and it also shows 
that free trade will not be permitted. It 
is a bandwrittiog on the wall which 
those most interested should heed.
